give Grayling an economic boost

Art and general education classes 
offered in empty downtown build- 
ings and a huge art gallery where 
hundreds of regional artists could 
sell arts and crafts — that’s the vision 
community leaders and Kirtland 
Community College officials have 
for Grayling. 

Dr. Tom Quinn, the president of 
Kirtland Community College, com- 
munity and business jeaders and 
governmental leaders have been 
working on creating an environment 
where people could take art classes 
and artisans could sell their wares 
for over the Jast year. Quinn pre- 
sented his plan to the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
last week. A presentation was also 
made to the Grayling City Council, 
the Grayling City Planning

Commission and — Grayling's 
Downtown Development Authority 


Monday. 


Quinn said having an education 
presence in Grayling is in the long 
range plans for the college, and help 
from the county, the city, townships 
and the downtown business district 
is needed to achieve that goal. 

Quinn estimates that there are 
some 450 artists within the college's 
four-county service area that could 
teach classes in Grayling and sell 
arts and crafts ina gallery. He added 
that those artists need help with e- 
commerce or selling their products 
through the Internet. Finally, the 
gallery will create a destination for 
people coming to Grayling or travel- 
ing on I-75, 

“It's a big industry, it's here, it has 
a significant economic impact and 
i's an industry 1 believe you can 


grow right here,” Quinn said. 


As part of his research, Quinn has 
visited the Folk Art Gallery in west- 
where 
Southern Highlands Art Guild dis- 
plays its works, and the Kentucky 
Artisan Center in Berea, Ky., which 
is supported by 650 artists from the 


ern North Carolina, 


State of Kentucky. 


ates could meet and relax. A cafe 
would feature luncheon menus, pro- 
vide food for visitors and cater spe- 
the cial events. Artists and artisans 
would create work in an informal 
area While interacting with visitors. 
The gallery would have classrooms 
for general education classes, art, 
marketing and e-commerce. Two 


Quinn said the Kentucky Artisan 
Center has SO employees and 
receives 500 visitors on a slow day 
and up to 2,000 visitors on a typical 
day. He added that the Crooked Tree 
Art Gallery in Petoskey, which is 
run on a $2.1 million budget, has a 
$14.1 million economic impact on 
Petoskey and Emmet County. 

The gallery proposed for Grayling 
would showease art ranging from 
$350 to $9,000. A wireless cate 
would feature the display of fine art 


studios would be used to instruct 
artists and artisans. A large room, 
divisible into smaller rooms, would 
be available for meetings and small 
events, 

In addition, the college would 
consider gardens used in fine arts 
courses and a band shell enclosure 
lo host community events and con- 
certs. 

“We just needed to get everybody 
and make sure they're all on board 
and make sure this can happen.’

Teen escapes 

life in prison 

for perjury in 
capital case

A Grayling teen will avoid spending life 
in prison Wf he follows perjured testimony 
with the truth, 

Patrick Ryan Babbut. 17, of Grayling, 
pled guilly to a charge of enticing or 
procuring perjury during a court proceed- 
ing in Crawford County Circuit Court on 
Thursday, Feb. 4. 

Babbitt admitted that he fied while under 
oath while testifying during a jury tal for 
Cory George Klee on Aug. 27, 2009. Klee 
was on trial for criminal sexual conduct- 


first-degree. 46th Circuit Trial Court Chief 
Judge Janet M. Allen was the judge for 


Klee's case. 

Babbitt testified that the vicuim in the 
case told him she Hed to police about the 
sexual assaultin an atlempt to get back with 
her boyfriend. 

Babbiu signed an affidavit, about the 
alleged conversation and perjured himself 
In Klee’s trial. 

Klee was subsequently found not guilty 
for the criminal sexual conduct. first-degree 
charge. 

Crawlord County Prosecutor Everette 
“Trey” Ayers said perjury ina criminal case 
typically carries up to TS years in prison. 
But since Babbitt perjured himself in a 
criminal sexual conduct-first-degree case, 
which carries a mandatory sentence of life 
in prison, he also faced the same capital 
penalty. 

A plea agreement. however was reached 
between the Crawford County Prosecutor's 
office and Babbitt for enticing or procuring 
perjury during a court proceeding, which 
caries a penalty of up to five years in 
prison, 

Babbitt is accused of trymg to get anoth- 
er woman (o testify in the trial to back his 
perjured statements. 

Babbitt would serve a capped one year in 
the Crawlord County Jail under the plea 
deal reached between Ayers and Babbitt's 
court appointed attorney Christopher 
Saunders, 

Babbitt also agreed to offer tuthful tesu- 
mony in future court proceedings. 

Murphy acknowledged Babbitt’s plea. 
but adjourned the sentenemg fo a later date 
to ensure that the plea bargain will be fol- 
lowed and the plea was given accurately 
and voluntarily, 

Murphy stressed that Babbitt’s plea could 
be revoked if he does not offer truthful tes- 
timony and could face up to five years in 
prison if he violates his probation. 

Babbitt was previously charged with 
unlawfully driving away a motor vehicle, 

Babbitt is currently being held in’ the 
Crawford County Jail for a_ retail-fraud- 
third degree charge, which resulted in the 
loss of Holmes Youth Training Act status, 
meaning that all charges from the ume he is 
17-years-old to 2 1-years-old will remain on 
his criminal record, 

Ayers said he wanted to stress the magni- 
tude of punishment a person can put them- 
selves in while conspiring with another, 
then face the consequences back in court,

Quinn said. 

Although Kirtland 
Community College is fac- 
ing over a $500,000 budget 
cut due to state budget 
woes, he said he hopes to 
include funding in the col- 
lege’s next budget to estab- 
lish a presence in Grayling. 

By this summer, commu- 
nity leaders hope to have 
artists offer some classes 
and have art for sale in the 
12 empty storefronts on 
Michigan Avenue located 
between Burton Court and 
Maple Street. The classes 
would focus on jewelry 
making, woodcarving and 
fine arts.

Agriculture grant, which 
would fund a_ feasibility 
study for the gallery propos- 
al and pay to formulate a 
business plan. 

The college is also in the 
process of creating a “super 
art guild” in northern 
Michigan, which would 
establish criteria for art to 
be exhibited in the gallery 
with the goal of maintaining 
high quality standards. The 
guild would also ‘provide 
input to the college about 
educational needs of arti- 
sans and artists and provide 
input on marketing and pro- 
mouional strategies for the 
gallery. Finally, the guild 
would provide artists and 
artisans that would conduct 
demonstrations for visitors 
to the gallery and support 
the college in its efforts to 
enhance the art industry in 
northern Michigan. 

Since there is a group in 
the community seeking 
grants and donations for the 
gallery, Quinn said it was 
loo premature to estimate 
the cost of building the 
gallery. 

“Until we let this play out 
some - it's a little too early 
to nail that down," Quinn 
sud. 

MaryAnn Ferrigan, a 
Kirtland Community 
College Board Trustee and 
owner of Crawford County 
Title, said property owned 
by Bill Gannon, property 
where the Keyport Clinic is 
located and property that the 
Sawmill Tavern and former 
Dharma Records building 
are located on are being 


eyed for the gallery. She 
said property located off of 
Four Mile Road was ruled to 
be unfeasible because of a 
$3 million price tag. 

Ferrigan said that officials 
hope to create an “art 
Mecca” with Traverse City, 
Petoskey and Grayling. 

“If we can build some- 
thing dynamic here, we 
believe we can pull from 
those markets,’ Ferrigan 
said. 

Ferrigan added that. the 
Icehouse Quilt Shop, which 
draws world-renowned, 
quilting instructors from 
such places as Australia for 
classes, would also add to 
the creative arts presence in 
the community. 

“That's a litte gold mine,” 
she said.. 

Curt Jansen, chairman of 
the Grayling = Charter 
Township Planning 
Commission and a broker 
for  Century-21 River 
County, said the committee 
is walking a fine line of pre- 
senting a definitive proposal 
to governmental agencies, 
but are not at the pornt 
where they are seeking 
funding and support. 

“This is at the very begin- 
ning - this project still has 
diapers on it - bul we want 
you to know about it and 
know whal's going on 
because it is being devel- 
oped and we're going to 
need your support to make it 
happen,” Jansen said, 

Quinn said that the arts 
presence would tle in with 


Grayling’s natural 
resources, cecotourism and 
recreational tourism, He 


said it's an industry that will 


provide economic synergy, 
is a clean and sustainable 
industry that maintains the 
community's culture, educa- 
tion and heritage. The 
gallery would employ up to 
30 full-time and part-time 
employees and have a $20 
million impact on the 
regional economy. 

Quinn said the college 
would work hand in hand 
with the Winner's Circle Art 
Gallery, located on 
Michigan Avenue and the I- 
75 Business Loop. 

“The stars are aligning for 
this,” Quinn said. “We just 
want to add lo it and we're 
glad they are here and we 
hope they can grow.” 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
approved a letter of support 
for the art gallery proposal. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 


man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commisstoners, said any 


future involvement with the 
county would need to be 
clearly defined since tax 
dollars cannot be used to 
support private enterprise. 

The Grayling = City 
Council, ata standing room 
only meeting Monday, also 
passed a letter of support for 
the proposal. 

Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer said commu- 
nity leaders and college offi- 
cials will be working to 
define timelines and formu- 
late definitive costs to bring 
the project to fruition in the 
coming weeks. 

“We can't tet this opportu- 
nity miss us and we're nol 
going to do that,” Thayer 
said.

THINGS JUST get curiouser 
and curiouser (as Wonderland’s 
Alice sometimes noted) when 
polttical buffs try to figure out 
Michigan campaigns for governor 
this year. 

Republicans already have five 
avowed candidates who seem to be 
running harder and harder as deci- 
sion time nears.

Candidate Rick Snyder, Ann 
Arbor businessman and former 
computer mogul but — without 
notable political background, has 
been hovering near the bottom of 
the five GOP hopefuls in name 
recognition, That is due to change. 

Candidate Snyder picked Super 
Bow] Sunday to open his TV 
adverlising campaign, with 60-sec- 
ond commercials in local program- 
ming sections during the Super 
Bowl, which usually is among the 
most-watched TV events each year. 

Showing photos of other candi- 
dates for governor, the ad brags 
that Rick Snyder is not a career 
politician, like those who have 
been running things in Michigan. 
Instead it features his back- 
ground, with photos, from child- 

hood, through the University of 
Michigan, and in successful busi- 
ness ventures.

DEMOCRATS MEANWHILE 
should welcome the entry of 
Lansing Mayor Virgil Bernero who 
has officially opened his campaign 
for governor, thus doubling the 
number of declared candidates for 
their party’s nomination. Until 
now, only State Rep. Alma 
Wheeler Smith of Washtenaw 
County has been a formal candi- 
date. 

Other Democrats could add to 
the mix. Speaker Andy Dillon has 
his own exploratory committee at 
work. Detroit: business entrepre- 
neur and University of Michigan 
Regent Denise Hitch, former State 
Treasurer (under Gov. 9 Jim 
Blanchard) Bob Bowman, aud for- 
mer Genesee County Treasurer 
Dan Kaldee all reportedly are pon- 

dering their chances. 

Candidate Bernero grew up in 


the Detroit suburbs, and was an 
aide in the state senate who, once 
he vot started, has never lett elec- 
tive office, 

He was first elected Ingham 
county commissioner, then state 
representative, then state senator, 
then Lansing mayor, where he was 
reelected in November. He ran for 
such office part-way through a 
term for each then-current job. For 
example, his new four-year term as 
Lansing mayor started only five 
weeks ago, 

Mr. Bernero’s statewide name 


recognition and support base, of 


course, are limited, but in these 
days of television, emails, blogs, 
face books, twitters and tweets, 
that could change in a hurry, for 
Virgil Bernero or any other candi- 
date. 

MICHIGANIANS WHO wish a 
pox on both major parties for the 
way their state government has 
been run could be heartened that 
Dr. Joe Schwarz -— former mayor of 
Battle Creek, former state senator, 
former US congressman, and still 
practicing physician ~ is consider- 
ing a run for governor as an inde- 
pendent. 

During his years in various pub- 
lic office, Joe Schwarz has never fit 
comfortably under the mantle of 
either major party, although so far 


he always has run as Republican. 

“If there has ever been a year 
that an independent could run, this 
is the year,” Dr. Schwarz. said. 
“Any other year, it would be folly.” 

If elected, Dr. Schwarz promises 
to be a one-term governor, because 
at age 72, “physiologically, I’m 
limited to one term.”

WHEN LT. GOV. John Cherry 


stepped out of the governor’s race 
despite cight years on-the-job 
training under Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm, it became clear political 
insiders know something is up 
among voters. 

Ms. Granholm, leaving office 
because of term limits, last week 
told a national TV interviewer “I 
wouldn’t want to be on the ballot” 
this year, 

“IT think incumbents are really 
the endangered species, or at least 
about to become more endan- 
gered,” she said.

In 1899, British General 
Robert Baden-Powell 
returned from the Boer War 
to find British youth using 
his army manual Aids to 
Scouting as a guide to out- 
door fun. After studying 
various boys’ programs, 
including Ernest Thompson 
Seton’s Wooderaft Indians 
in America, he launched the 
Boy Scout movement. Then 
in 1909, while in London, 
William Boyce, an 
American newspaper pub- 
lisher, found himself lost in 
London's famous pea-soup 
fog when a “little lad of 12” 
guided him. The — lad 
declined a tip because he 
was doing a Good Turn as a 
Scout. Boyce was so 
impressed by the boy and 
the scouting organization in 
Britain he brought scouting 
to the United States and 
incorporated the — Boy 
Scouts of America in 1910, 

Scouting took root in an 
America that expected its 
citizens to demonstrate, like 
its recent President 
Theodore Roosevelt, self 
reliance, character, fitness, 
citizenship, leadership and 
outdoor adventure. Later 
the Cub Scouts, Sea Scouts, 
Explorers and Girl Scouts 
were formed, In 1934, 
Scouting’s honor society, 
the Order of the Arrow, was 
formed in the tradition of 
Native American lore that 
values brotherhood, cheer- 
fulness and service. 

Society has changed 
much in the 100 years since 
scouting began. But scout- 
Ing has remained true to its 


core values of building the 
future Jeaders of this coun- 
try by combining educa- 
tional activities and lifelong 
values with fun.

studied God’s salvation in 
Isracl’s past; in Romans chap- 
ter 10 we studied God’s salva- 
lion in Isracl’s present; now in 
Romans [1 we study God's 
salvation in Israel’s future: 
“IT say then, Hath God cast 
away his people?

For 7 also am an Israelite, of 
the seed of Abraham, of the 
tribe of Benjamin,” “Hath God 
cast away his people?” 1s God 
finished with Israel because of 
her past or present sins? Did 
Israel fail God and cause God 
to reject her completely? This 
is the view of many Christian 
denominations that believe the 
church has replaced Israel and 
has become God's only Israel. 

“God forbid!” tells us blunt- 
ly that God has not rejected 
Isracl. Paul goes on to illustrate 
this by his own salvation as a 
Jew: “For IT also am an 
Israelite, of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe) of 
Benjamin.” In Acts 22:3 Paul 
said: “31 am verily a man 
which am a Jew, born in 
Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, yet 
brought up in this city at the 
feet of Gamaliel, and taught 
according to the perfect mun- 
ner of the law of the fathers, 
and was zealous toward God, 
as ye all are this day.’ Paul 
said in 2 Corinthians (1:22:

so am I.” He said in Philippians 
3:5: “SCircuncised the eighth 
day, of the stock of Israel, of 
the tribe of Benjamin, an 
Hebrew of the Hebrews; as 
touching the law, a Pharisce.”

Paul as a Christian apostle 
sent lo build the first Gentile 
churches was still a Jew, a 
descendent of Jacob or an 
Israelite, he spoke Hebrew, he 
was a Pharisee of the strictest 
Jewish sect, and he was a 
Benjamite.
